' H. W. A. Deterding. head of the 
Royal Dutch company, recently dis­ 
cussing the world-wide shortage of 
the gasoline and fuel markets, says 
that there is no immediate 
pros­ 
pect of relieving the situation, and 
the consequent high prices, unless 
some measures are taken to reduce 
consumption. 
In the annual report to share­ 
holders, he points out the increased 
consumption of gasoline in 
this 
country is mainly the result of the 
expansion in the number of auto­ 
mobiles being made, showing that 
from 4,000,0000 a few years ago, 
the 
number 
had 
increased 
to 
7,000,000 last year. 
x 
* “Such heavy consumption of gaso­ 
line in America, together with an 
increase in other countries, although 
in less degree, cannot fail to cause 
a shortage,** he said. 
As soon as the demand for any 
commercial 
commodity 
increases 
beyond the production the cost goes 
up and such a condition now exists 
as regards gasoline. 
As long as 
production does not keep up wltn 
the demand, the price will remain 
high unless measures are taken to 
reduce the consumption of gasoline 
for noif-essential purposes.” 
Demand Exceeds Production. 
Regarding the fuel oil situation, 
Mr. Deterding says. “Notwithstand­ 
ing-.the fact that the oil production 
of exporting countries during the 
last 'year has been larger than in 
the past, it has not been sufficient 
to fulfill the great demand." 
The problem of coal supply in 
the United States, he points out, 
has accelerated the use of oil for 
ships, factories and buildings, while 
other countries are initiating the 
use of fuel oil. This has resulted 
in available* .quantities being below 
the demand. 
Mr. Deterding looks for an im­ 
portant increase in the production 
of crude oil in Venezuela in the 
near future. After a systematic ge­ 
ological examination of the conces­ 
sion in Venezuela, it was decided 
tlpat several fields of little promise 
could be returned to the govern­ 
ment.—Tulsa Tribune.

every important street and thoroughfare in the city. 
The streets of this city are absolutely rotten—that’s 
the only way the situation can be described. We might 
add, too, that the fact that they are rotten is nobody’s 
fault in particular, but the fault of the whole people in 
general. The city officials submitted a paving program 
a few weeks ago, and all the legal steps were taken 
looking to the execution of the program. 
You are all 
familiar with .the course that was taken, and you are 
also familiar with the fact that no bidders were secured 
who would undertake the work at the engineering com­ 
pany’s estimate. . 
It is true, also, that there were some protests against 
the paving program, but those protests were not made 
within the time prescribed by law, and they were by no 
means binding on the city officials. 
The fact of the 
matter is, the program simply stalled because a few 
people thought the cost high, when in reality the price 
submitted by the engineering company was so low that 
no contractor could afford at that time to tackle the Job. 
The truth is, the paving prices submitted for the work 
here were lower than any in the state, and our efforts 
should not have ceased until contractors were found who 
would take the work 
Luckily, -however, the bond aud money market is 
considerably more stable now than when the matter was 
under consideration a few weeks ago, and we have it on 
good authority that contractors can now be secured to 
take the work at a price within the estimate of the en­ 
gineers/ 
'

In view of these facts we believe the city commis­ 
sioners should readvertise for bids immediately. We be­ 
lieve that every citizen who is interested In the growth 
and development of the city will countenance such action. 
We cannot believe that the people of Ada are willing 
to let the city stop where it is and get a black eye 
throughout the whole country, as it is bound to do unless 
a paving program is instituted here and that soon. 
Let us encourage the city commissioners to go through 
with the paving program, aud left us stand by them when 
they su it it. Let us save the city from suicide by doing 
the thing that every other important and successful city 
was bound to do before that success was attained.
